ELECTIONS n FRANCE! 


Tlie Bepablican« JBlect a majority in 
tUe Cliamber of 
Depaties» 
Bonianve''« Power Feic« 


PABIS, Sept. 
2 3 . — T h e elections in 
France took place yesterday. 
Among 
the prominent republicans elected are 
Mm. Failliers, Ribol, Jules, Roche, 
Granet, Deville, DesChanelle, Barbe, 
Sarrien and Reinach. 
The opposition 
have elected Mm. DeCassa^gnac, Lalone, 
Fould, Haussman, Godeue, 
Lanjou- 
niaes and Count Albert DeMun. 


In 127 of the districts to be recon- 
tested the result of the second ballot 
will probably be favorable to the repub- 
licans and in the remaining thirty-nine 
the opposition candidates are likely to 
be successful. 


The estimate is made by the republi- 
cans themselves. 
The republicans also 
rely upon their ability to secure ten 
colonial seats and thus hold 354 seats in 
the new chamber. 
Everybody in offi- 
cial circles appears to believe that a re- 
publican majority is assured, which, 
though not large, will be more compact 
and homogeneous that the government 
majority in the last chamber. 


The elections in Paris and its suburbs 
have been almost barren of results, there 
having been but five candidates elected 
for forty-two seats contested. 
Of the 
successful candidates, the Boulangists 
elected four and the republicans one. 
In the remaiaing thirty-seven divisions 
supplementary ballots will be necessary. 


M. Thevenet, minister of justice, is 
elected. 
M. Coustans, minister of the 
interior, and Yves-Guyot, minister of 
public works, failed to obtain pluraK 
ties in their respective divisions, and a 
re-ballot will be necessary, but their 
election is regarded as certain. 


The Republicans are defeated in the 
constitution, contested on behalf of the 
government by Mm. Milude, Ferry, 
Goblet, Mailaird and Joubert, while 
Mm. 
Milleraud, 
Passy, 
Locokroy, 
Floquet 
and 
Barodel 
and 
the 
opposition candidates, Andrieux, Lais- 
ant, Vergoin,- Laur DeSussinie and De- 
Queit, will be compelled to submit to 
supplementary ballots. 


Count Dillon, Boulangist, is elected. 
The latest returns show the election 
of 219 republicans and 156 conserva- 
tives and Boulangists and the necessity 
for 170 supplementary ballots. 
The 
election of Count Dillon, Mm. Mackan 
and Frehpet is confirmed. 


3 p. m.—Returns from 560 divisions 
show the election of 244 republican and 
159 opposition members. 
In 157 divi- 
sions supplimentary ballots will be nec- 
essary. 
The new chamber will proba- 
bly comprise 369 republicans and 201 
members of the opposition.

He has been succeeded by 
Rev. J. C. Butler, of Waterloo. 


Mr. Blair and Mr. Diehl were both 
recent republican appointments. 
The

MONTAGUE, Mich., Sept. 23.—Geo. 
Doelle, for ten years night watchman at 
the Montague L-on works, left work Sun- 
day morning slightly intoxicated, with 
the full purpose of killing his aged wife. 
She was not at home, so Doelle thought 
his step daughter, Katie Klohf, aged 
twenty, would do. 


He asked her to look down a well and 
then struck her twice with an ax, but 
failed to seriously wound her. 


An alarm was raised and Marshal 
Klinger went to the house, where Doelle 
was hiding 
under the cellar stairs 
with a long double edged knife in his 
hand.

IS THERE A TENTH WARD? 


Worden & itlorrla Submit an Opinion 
on tbe £.ewllty of iHr. Brnnii' 
Seat in the Council. 


On the 26th day of March, 1889, a 
petition 
was 
presented 
to 
the 
common 
council, 
signed by 
more 
than 
thirty 
resident 
free holders 
of 
the 
Seventh 
ward, 
asking 
for the creation of the Tenth ward, to be 
formed from the second precinct of the 
Seventh ward, or all that territory with- 
in the city limits lying east of Hanna 
street and south of the Fort Wayne road. 


At the regular annual election May 7, 
1889, the question of creating a Tenth 
ward was settled by the people deciding 
in the affirmative by a considerable ma- 
jority. 


At the same time Mr. Sullivan and 
Mr. Bruns being residents of the Sev- 
entti ward were candidates for council- 
man from that ward and Mr. Bruns re- 
ceiying the majority of votes was de- 
clared elected. 
On the 10th of May, 
1889, Mr. Bruns qualified as council- 
man from the Seventh ward. 


Later, City Attorney Colerick ren- 
dered an opinion to the effect that Bruns 
held his seat in the council illegally. 


Mr. Bruns has received a written 
opinion from his attorneys Worden & 
Morris to the effect that the attempted 
creation of the Tenth ward was illegal 
and that, therefore, Mr. Bruns is en- 
titled to the office of councilman from 
the Seventh ward. 


City Attorney Colerick, in his opinion 
says that the Tenth ward is legal and 
that Mr. Bruns was only a defacto offi- 
cer of that council. 


Should the opinion of Worden ic 
Morris hold against that of the city at- 
torney, it puts Councilman George P. 
Gordon "in the soup," so far as his of- 
fice is concerned. 


The courts will in all probability 
have to settle this extraordinary munici- 
pal tangle.

A WOMAN'S way of using and taking 
care of a watch is one of the funny 
things of life.

The 
woman wasn't certain if she had worn 
the watcH for six weeks! 


WRITING of the late Nelson Dewey, 
the first Governor of Wisconsin, an ed- 
itor of the Evening 
Wisconsin B&ja: 
"When elected Governor in 1848 it was 
understood that he was very rich from 
his mining ventures and other land 
speculations. 
During his four years* 
occupancy of the Gubernatorial chair 
his property continued to increase in 
value, and in 1854, two years after the 
expiration of his term, he concluded to 
build a home at Cassville, on the banks 
of the Mississippi, worthy of hia wealth 
and position, and of the ambitious 
dreams of his young and charming . 
wife, Catharine, the daughter of Chief 
Justice Dunn. 
He selected a magnifi- 
cent site for his dwelling. 
No expense 
was spared in its erection and in the 
improvement of the grounds; upon the 
house and furniture he expended $100,- 
000, which was a colossal sum in those 
days of our early Statehood. 
It was 
not only finer than any other house in 
Wisconsin, but that was not equalled 
by any in Illinois. 
Mr. Dewey invests 
ed not only all his ready money, but 
anticipated his resources. 
Unfortu- 
nately he had not occupied hia home 
more than one month before it was 
burned and $100,000 went up in smoke. 
Strange to say, he had not a dollar of 
insurance. 
He belonged to the old 
school and did not consider insurance as 
necessary as it is considered to-day. 
Furnaces were at that time introduced 
throughout the West, and as they wera 
not always made right, a defect in con- 
struction sent the consuming flames 
through his beautiful home. 
The loss 
was so severe that though it did not 
ruin him it prostrated his finances and 
he neyar reoovared from tliat draadfnl 
•hock."

H^ is a vigorous writer and a pleas- 
ant public speaker and frequently gives 
his services during a political cam- 
paign to the party of his choice—^the 
democratic party. For several years he 
has been a prominent candidate for con- 
gress from this district. Wedded to tar- 
iff reform, he is one of its most earnest 
and prominent advocates, and the time 
may come when his devotion to this 
principle and his party will call him 
from railroad life to serve his country 
in some official capacity.

WRITING of tho late Nelson Dewey, 


the first Governor of Wisconsin, an ed- 
itor of the Evening Wisconsin says: 
"When elected Governor in 1848 it wu 
understood that he was very rich from 
hi« mining ventures and other land 
speculations. During his four years' 
occupancy of the Gubernatorial ohair 
his property continued to increase in 
value, and in 1854, two years after the 
expiration of his terra, he concluded to 
build a home at Cassvillo, on the banks 
of the Mississippi, worthy of his wealth 
and position, and of the ambitions 
dreams of hia young and charming 
wife, Catharine, the daughter of Chief 
Justice Dunn. He selected a magnifi- 
cent site for hia dwelling. No expense 
was spared in its erection and in the 
improvement of the grounds; upon the 
house and furniture ho expended $100,- 
000, which was a colossal sum in those 
days of our early Statehood. It was 
not only finer than any other house in 
Wisconsin, but that was not equalled 
by any in Illinois. Mr. Dewey invest- 
ed not only all his ron<ly money, but 
anticipated his resources. 
Unfortu- 


nately ho had not occupied his homo 
more than one month before it was 
burned and $100,000 went up in smoke. 
Strange to say, ho had not a dollar of 
insurance. Ho belonged to the old 
school and did not consider insurance as 
necessary aa it is considered to-day. 
Furnaces were at that time introduced 
throughout tho Went, and as they were 
not always made right, a defeat in con- 
struction sent tho consuming flames 
through his beautiful home. The loss 
was NO nevere thnt though it did not 
ruin him it prostrated his finances and 
he never recovered frotn thftt drtadtol 
shook."
